Yes, regulated dc on filaments & heaters has much to recommend it for hum 
abatement and stability, especially for oscillators. 


One source of hum in low-level stages appears to be emission from the 
heater to the cathode, essentially cathode-modulating the stage, 
introducing hum. If you isolate the heater circuit from ground and attach 
it to a high-impedance voltage divider across the B+, placing the heater 
circuit at perhaps +20 volts, well above the cathode bias, there can be no 
emission from the heater to the cathode and hum will be dramatically 
reduced. I used this technique on an SW-3 with dramatic results. In fact, 
it was quieter than dc because non-linear elements like rectifiers and 
regulators will rectify RF currents, also causing intermodulation. This 
technique has also been used in older high-end Hi-Fi amplifiers. 


Another source of hum is direct magnetic pickup by interstage and output 
transformers from the power transformer and filter chokes. Note that we 
have been living with this problem for 60 years! The old-timers believed 
the proper place for the power supply is at least 3 feet from the receiver.

Good evening folks! 


>From our last episode: 

Magic eye follies. 

-or- 

What to do when your factory manual lies.... 


In todays installment of our ongoing serial epic: :-) 
IF alinement in radios with crystal filters, 

-or- 

When the rock, rocks! 


The type RCD has a very standard (for its era) Lamb type crystal 
filter between the mixer, (1st detector for you traditionalists) 
and the first IF amplifier. Another IF amp stage then feeds a 
simple 6C5 based detector circuit. 


I don't really follow the book when doing this procedure with my 
old National for a couple of simple reasons: 

1) I have lots of far more modern test equipment than the factory 
had in 1937, -and- 

2) When the radio is a complete rebuild, (like this one) the book 
procedure doesn't work anyway. :-) 


What I do is: 


Attach a signal gen. (via a .1 uF cap and 100k resistor) to the 
control grid of the mixer tube, and connect a scope with a 10X 
probe to the plate of the 1st IF amp tube. 

The .1uF is for DC blocking back into my sig gen, and the 100k 
resistor to reduce loading by the 50 ohm sig gen output. 

The sig gen is connected to a counter, set to about 455 KC, then 
adjusted for about .1V PP out. The 10X scope probe along with 
connecting to the xplatex of the 1st IF amp, reduces circuit 
loading by the scope. The crystal filter is set to bypass, or 
widest mode at first and I adjust the scope and gen level until I can see the test 
signal. 

Once I'm ready, the crystal filter is reset to narrow mode and I 
carefully adjust the sig gen frequency to find to crystal 
resonant point. This is usually really close to 455 KC, in this 
radio (which the book says has a 456K IF chain) I found it at 
about 455.73.... 


Once you have your particular crystal you don't change your sig gen 
freq. setting again. I like to use an old HP 606 for this because 
once mine has warmed up it is very stable and drifts only about 

5 cycles an hour. 


The resonant point of your particular crystal is where you want 
to set up your whole IF chain for best results. 


Still using the scope I jump to the plate of the 2nd IF amp and 
rough trim each of the adjusters in the IF cans. Then the control 
grid of the 6C5 detector is used as the scope probe point 


to rough in the last IF transformer. 

You should see sizable gain in each stage, enough that you have 
to turn down the sig gen constantly as you work your way to the 
audio circuits. 


The scope is then disconnected and I connect an old HP 400H 

AC meter across the speaker leads. 

Turn on the 400 Hz modulation in the sig gen and adjust to about 
30%. Now I go back with a non metallic tool and retrim all of the 
IF chain adjustments for max output on the 400H meter. This is 
more accurate than your ear and helps get the most gain out of the 
IF chain. Usually you have had to reduce the RF output of the sig 
gen several times by now, and you should be getting a fair signal 
from only a microvolt or two of input. 


At this point you have both the crystal filter and the complete IF 
chain tweaked and it should be plenty hot. Any tank circuit 

without a big peak in it has problems. Later you may wish to 
stagger tune these just a bit if your into HI-FI SWBC to improve 
the bandwidth at a small loss of IF gain. in a communications radio 
like the RCD, this is not usually done. 


The IF transformers in most old Nationals are at critical coupling 
so you don't have to worry much about shape if they are working 
properly. 


If you want to play around with a sweep gen at this point feel free. 
I've never needed one except to help hunt bad IF cans which 

usually show themselves with a symptom of very low Q as you try 

to peak them. In radios with adjustable coupling this can be a 
useful tool, but since the IF transformer coupling in most National 
coil catacomb rigs is fixed, it is not usually something you need 
to worry about in these radios. 


OK, in our next episode: RF alinement issues....

It should not surprize us that a power supply for our RX works better about a 
meter away. The fabled Japanese regen of Haiji Suzuki (spelling?) that heard 
over 200 stations used remote p/s and DC on heaters. Moreover, the oldtimers 
used remote everything. 


Look at a picture of a ‘30s station. Many were in 19 inch racks, but all had 
different decks for different functions. Separate p/s, separate RX, separate 
TX (often three pieces), separate VFO. Over the years the OTs, especially the 
AM Phonies, literally built their stations up around themselves. But what 
happened? 


Sideband, really, and the attendent, usually illusory perceived need for 
mobile capability. It is a trend that began in ‘57 with the KWM-1 and 
persists today particularly strong in the QRP movement where it is customary 
to build "backpacking" size rigs even if you, like many of them, are too fat 
to make it up the stairs to the travel agency. 


We could say that the transceiver represented a cost saving, but it did not. 
They took out the power supply and final matching system and most of the 
selectivity and sold them back to you as extras. It might be that houses got 
smaller, too, but I cannot find any reason to believe that. Maybe it is just 
that hams began to come from poorer or less dedicated follks than the OTs who 
built in 19 inch racks to the ceiling. 


Was it murder? Did the transceiver kill off homebrewing and thus get modular 
construction in the bargain in the rush to SSB? I just don't know. Maybe it 
was something as simple as the multi-function 9-pin tube. But the lessons of 
old persist, and if you are building your own RX, do like my old SP-400 and 
put the p/s under the bench. My Six Meter TX is powered by a Korea veteran 
Navy RX supply resting in the bottom of the rack. The 5U4 glows like a beacon 
back to the OTs.

As I continue to divine the mysteries of the NC240D recently received, I 
find that its capacitor complement is not stock. It did not come with the 
usual beeswax paper caps, but had newer, plastic encapsulated units. I 
thought that perhaps it was a very late production run. Careful 
examination revealed that it had been entirely re-capped, and that the job 
was extremely well done. 


The problem is that the good intentions of the previous restorer were for 
nought. Every one of the substitutes was a Sprague black plastic with 
yellow printing. EVERY ONE of the substitutes has proven to be bad. On my 
Heath tester, there appears to be a significant power factor one each one, 
and the leakage at 150v entirely closes the eye. Many of them have cracks 


in the cases. My trusty TO-3 (which does not yet have trustworthy 
calibration) indicated leakages from 2-15 mA at rated voltages for the few 
I checked. I also found that the 5Y3 was very weak, I wonder why??? ;) 


The moral of the story is to assume automatically that if you see plastic 
encapsulated C's, they must be replaced. Always.

All of us make our own decisions about using or not using variacs, 
light bulbs, or whatever. And more importantly if we want to go 
through the time and effort to locate and replace only those 
Capacitors currently leaking, or just replace them all with modern 
parts. 


I lean strongly towards the later for anything I'm planning to keep 
a while. Modern poly caps will last longer than I will..... :-)

>AND, yes AND, AVC lines to attempt TWO (2) things:

By the time you throw testing and the time to reconnect everything 
in, I just don't see an advantage over wholesale replacement. 


Are you trying for a museum piece? Are you going to wrap the old 
wax/paper cap shells around the modern replacements so the under chassis 
looks original? Make your own replacement dogbone resistors and 

paint the old style color codes on them too? <grin> 


Many restorers do go to these kind of lengths for accuracy. 

And museum quality work certainly has its place in our hobby. 

I just don't do it myself. I restore these old things to often 
better than new electrical performance because I use modern parts. 


Properly selected modern caps behave a xlotx closer to the textbook 
ideals than 50 year old wax/paper or black beauties do. The 

reduced size of the parts often allows shorter paths to ground for 
bypass parts and closer to ideal performance in the signal path. 
Both of which pay small performance dividends where old radios need 
it most, (in the high frequency ranges.) 


Concerning resistors, modern metal oxide parts are 5% or better. 
this helps hold everything in the radio closer to design spec. than 
old 10-20% parts that are almost always high anyway. 


For any radio I plan to use, wholesale replacement is my 

method of choice. Is this the best, or for that matter the *correctx 
way to do it? Nope! Just *xmy*x method of choice.

Dear classic communications enthusiasts: 


Well, today finally got time - no, MADE time to spend with 
my beloved boatanchors, having got the HQ-120 off the floor last night and 
connected to the B&W sideband adapter as before by simply clipping a 
lead to the grid cap (input) of the 2nd if tube - a 6S7, and enjoying 
all the qso's in a faily quiet 80M band. I like the HQ, the tuning 
has a nice 'feel', plus the advantages of the ‘slicer' over the BFO 
make it real nice. 

So the objectives this afternoon were to find a *xrealx IF output 
and make it semi-permenant, but not irreversible if I want to remove 
it later. I'm not about to drill a hole thru the front panel and mount a 
‘radio shack' connector! So, got the bottom off, easy, and clip 
onto the grid of the next stage - getting 2 stages - and compared 
levels - it's definitely a louder signal in the B&W speaker now. 
A grommeted hole in the back with some wires for a xtal calibrator 
has room to feed some spare coax thru. Was about to solder the coax to 
this stage but wondered, what does this attachment do to the original 


audio? Did a few tests and boy, it certainly does bring the signal 
down! What to do? I can't have this. Appearently the extra capacity 
of the cable interferes with the coupling. Tried an air variable 

at the end of the cable and that really kills it. 

While looking at the layout to find the bottom of the detector, 
noticed one can is labled ‘if output' and sure enough it has a long 
shielded cable coming out, way around the chassis and disappears into 
another can. Well, I'm not about to cut that either, but tried a 
red wire going into this can and voila! Mucho signal from the sideband 
adapter with no loss of signal on the HQ 'S' meter. However it is quite 
‘hot', about 500Vdc there and while the adapter has a trimmer input, 
is not good to bring that much juice out of the chassis. So tried a 
-1 and then a .01 disk and they both worked as good as direct so 
finalized everything with the .01 B+ blocker in series. 


Also was a chance to clean up the B&W with a new power cord, 
chassis and volume pot cleaning. 


First things heard after getting this setup back together was 
W1AW on 40M, quite noisy today, around 1900Z, and a Vietnam memorial 
special event station.

I just received my first Hammarlund SP-600-JX-17 receiver yesterday. It 
came with a manual which is entitled INSTRUCTION AND SERVICE, INCLUDING 
schematic, but it doesn't appear to be very descriptive. So I am 
wondering if there are any better manuals available to aid in the 
restoration of this SP-600-JX-17? 


I NEED HELP 

For the most part, I think that many of my following questions could be 
answered by someone familiar with the SP-600-JX-17. My standard of 
comparison here is my R-390A which has prompted me to solicit help from 
the group here. Basically, the SP-600 appears to receive AM OK. CW no! 


Here are my observations: 


S METER READS LOW: 

1). When comparing S meter readings while listening to the R-390A and 
SP-600, the R-390A displays 60 dB of signal strength and the SP-600 way 
under -6 dB! Both signals appear to have about the same readability to 
my ear. Is this an S meter sensitivity adjustment or RF alignment 
problem? 


RF SENSITIVITY MEASUREMENT: 

2) While thinking about S meter readings above, what criteria should 
I use to determine the SP-600's sensitivity while using an HP-606A 
signal gen.

CW - AVC PROBLEM? 

3). When activating the CW position with AVC turned on the meter 
jumps up to display +5 dB and the SP-600 goes dead! While still in CW 
and changing from AVC to MAN, the receiver recovers and I hear WWV OK 
as long as the RF gain is on 9-10.

5). When the main tuning dial is set to receive WWV @ 15 MHz "zero 
beat", the main dial displays 15.200 MHz and the vernier displays 28. 
What changes are required to make the main tuning and vernier dials read 
correctly? Is this a mechanical or electrical alignment issue?
